In order to satisfy the requirement under 37 C.F.R. §1 .98(a)(3) for a concise 
explanation of the relevance of each item of information, applicant herewith notes 
with respect to any information that is not in English language as follows: 

Reference A) corresponds to U.S. Pat. No. 6,580,046 to Koini et al., a copy 
of which is enclosed. 

Reference B) describes a conveyor having a horizontal and or sloping 
conveyor belt on which luggage (12) is conveyed from at least one feeder point 
(14) to at least one discharge point (16). A vertical conveyor (10) transfers the 
luggage from one operating level, such as check-in gate, to a second operating 
level, such as luggage ball at least 10 meters below the check-in area. Platforms 
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(18) along a vertical cable-track carry the luggage in trough-shaped carriers (20) 
which are coded and recognized by a reader. 

Reference C) describes a container being used at an airport to transport 
trunks, suitcases, bags etc. The container is designed to allow the luggage to be 
X-rayed, for security purposes. The container is generally rectangular in shape. It 
is open at the top, with an outward-extending flange, and has slightly rounded 
corners. The body of the container is made of glass fiber reinforced plastics (1) 
with laminated strips of carbon cloth (2) which may conduct electric currents. The 
carbon strips may be detected by sensors (3) which normally detect the metal 
strips in prior art plastics containers. 

The above-identified application discloses and claims an invention 
patentable over this prior art.
